with peppers, and they should be used 
in some form every day during the 
leasou. 


A pepper relish may be made by 


chopping the peppers quite fine, either 
alone or with cucumbers, onions or 
green tomatoes. After being seeded 
and all scalded the chopped peppers 
are salted very slightly and covered 
with boiling vinegar. A little horse- 
radish may be added. 


To make pepper vegetable hash ran 


through a food chopper sufficient cofiT" 
boiled potatoes and uncooked seeded 
peppers to make three-quarters of a 
pint each. Add a quarter of a pint of 
chopped onion and the pepper juice. 
Mix and season with salt. Melt two 
tablespoonfuls of butter in a frying pan, 
then two tablespoonfuls of milk or 
stock. 
Cook until browned on one 


side, then turn it over like an otaelet 
and brown on the other side. 


Almost anything may be used for 


filling In peppers. Finely shaved pep- 
pers are a gqod addition to almost 
any salad, and a particularly good 
sandwich Is made from any sort of 
coarse flour bread well buttered and 
with a filling of shaved peppers, over 
which a little olive oil has been 
dripped. Peppers are also very good 
when fried in olive oil and served 
with beefsteak. 
They may be mixed 


with onions and piled around the 
steak in a covered dish and left to 
mellow. 


Stuffed With Beef.—Take one on- 


ion, eight green peppers, one pound 
of lean raw beef, one egg, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, one-eighth teaspoon- 
ful of pepper, one tablespoonful of 
onion grated or chopped very fine. 
Cut off the tops of the peppers and 
remove the seeds. Mix the meat with 
the egg and the seasoning and fill the 
peppers with this mixture. Put the 
onion In the stewpan and just cover 
with water. Put the peppers In this 
and stew until they are done. 


Stuffed With Veal or Chicken.— 


Take some large peppers, soak them 
a few days in salt and water, changing 
the water constantly to make them 
less pungent. Cut out the vein that 
makes them so hot and stuff them 
with finely chopped veal or chicken 
seasoned with salt, butter, a little 
onion and parsley, some sweet herbs 
and crumbs of bread. 
Stuff the pep- 


pers and fry In butter. Serve with a 
rich gravy. 


Stuffed With Salmon.—Cut the stem 


end from green peppers and scoop 
out the seeds. Make a salad with 
one can of salmon, one teaspoonful of 
pepper seeds, one cupful of chopped 
celery and sweet pickles. 
Mix with 


thick mayonnaise. 
Stuff the pepper 


shells and serve on lettuce leaves. A 
stuffed olive or piece of parsley may 
be. tucked in the end of the pepper 
as a garnish. 


Stuffed With Oysters.—Remove the 


stems and seeds from six green pep- 
pers. Parboil twenty-five oysters In 
their own liquor and season with salt. 
Chop fine half of a large pepper and 
one very small onion, and fry in but- 
ter. Mix the fried pepper and onion 
and oysters together, and add bread 
crumbs until the stuffing is of suit- 
able consistency. Stuff the peppers, 
dot with butter and bake until brown. 
These may be served with tomato 
sauce or with cream sauce. 


Baking Powder Biscuits. 


Three cupfuls of flour, one teaspoon- 


ful salt and one of sugar and four 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. Mix 
dry Ingredients thoroughly, then work 
In well one heaping tablespoonful of 
lard. Mix, not too soft,' with milk; 
shape with the hands, put into pan 
and bake 20 to 30 minutes In quick 
oven. 


Keeping Scissors Handy. 


A colored ribbon tied to scissors 


will save many minutes otherwise 
spent in looking for them, especially 
if they are used by children, who 
forget where they have left them. 


A bit of ribbon is always sure to 


show where scissors are half hidden 
under sewing or papers. 


Lemon Tarts. 


Mix well together the juice and 


grated rind of two lemons, two cup- 
fuls of sugar, two eggs and the crumbs 
of sponge cake, beat It all together 
until smooth, put into 12 pattypans 
lined with puffpaste and bake until 
the crust is done. 


When You Boil Cabbage. 


When ijoiling cabbage try placing a 


small vessel of vinegar on the back 
of the stove. The odor of the cabbage 
will not be so unpleasant If thia is 
done. 


To Remove Iodine Stains. 


If Iodine is spilled on linen or cot- 


ton, pour boiling hot starch over stain. 
Repeat twice within an hour, and the 
stain will disappear,—Mother's Maga- 
zine. 


To Remove Finger Marks. 


It IH easy to remove finger marks 


from woodwork by applying a clean 
cloth dipped in kerosene.

PROPER CARE OF BLANKETS 


Usefulness May •• Greatly Added to 


by Adoption of Method* De- 


scribed Here.

If housewives knew what a great 


saving there wan In having three or 
even four Bets of blankets for their 
bods, In as many Weights, they would 
not hesitate to rauke the outlay for 
them. The cotton or silk and cotton 
blankets of June. July and August 
should be washed and rebound, if 
needed, and put away in their tar bag* 
to give place to those of cotton and 
wool. 
« 


Now, the all-wool blankets, as an 


housewives know, are most difficult 
to launder perfectly, and are not al- 
ways satisfactorily dry cleaned, so 
every effort must be made to keep 
them clean. 
This Is done by using 


them only in the extreme cold months,. 
December, January and February, 
then shaking and airing them care- 
fully. putting them away. If the up- 
per sheet la very long, so that It folds 
over, and the spread la used over the 
blankets, they may really be used two 
seasons or more without a real wash- 
ing being necessary. 


This method prolongs the life of the 


blankets and makes them always seem 
new. And once in two years one may 
afford to buy a new pair of blankets 
to use for best or to replace those 
that have grown the shabbiest' In 
service. 


Old blankets are always In demand 


In the household economy for under 
blankets. Ironing board pads, scrub 
rags and polishing hardwood floors, 
and in a dozen other ways. 


The Indian blankets offered in our 


markets today are rather new, but 
already In demand, especially those 
of the Navajo weaving. 
This tribe 


numbers about 1,600 natives and they 
have a million sheep on their reserva- 
tions. The designs on their blankets 
are geometrical as a rule, and the 
colors are black, blue, red. yellow and 
gray. They are warm and durable, so 
are In great ' demand for northern 
travelers and residents at the army 
posts. They are also Quite a dominant 
note in the eastern blanket centers. 


OLD CHICKEN 
FOR FRYING 


More Economical and as Appetizing 


as Young Bird If Prepared In 


This Fashion. 


Few women know that from the 


much-despised old hen one can make 
a delicious dish of fried chicken. 
The 


market price of old fowl is always 
from 4 to 6 cents less per pound than 
that for the young birds; also, the 
former has the better flavor. 


Clean and cut up the old bird as for 


stewing (this must be done in the 
morning for an evening dinner), put in 
stew pan two small onions, some pars; 
ley, salt to taste and a pinch of pap- 
rika. 
Add the chicken and enough 


water and stew gently until tender. 


Do not take the fowl from the stew 


pot too soon, as herein lies the secret 
of a tasty meal, but allow it to remain 
in Its own juices until you are ready 
to fry it. Then remove to a platter 
and lightly flour each piece. 


Have your frying pan hot; add your 


butter and a few tablespoonfuls of 
olive oil. Fry to a delicate brown and 
serve in a bed of lettuce, with milk 
dressing, or cream, if preferred. 


The chicken stock will make a fine 
ream of chicken soup or clear soup 
for luncheon. 


If the hen is fat, there will be on the 


soup stock, when cooled, a large 
amount of rendered fat, which maybe 
skimmed off and used for frying pota- 
toes, thus affording saving in lard. 


Apple Cream Cake. 


Make a one-egg cake and bake in 


round "tin and cut with sharp knife. 
Jse this cream between and on top 
and scatter whole preserved straw- 
berries over top if you have them: 


Cream—Bake three tart apples after 


coring. Scrape out inside of apple and 
beat till it grows light colored, then 
add a little confectioner's silgar and 
beat again. Then add stiffly beaten 
white of one egg and beat and add 
enough more confectioner's 
sugar, 


beating constantly till about the con- 
sistency of heavy whipped cream. Use 
he day after making. It sets into 


L sort of sponge and 
looks like 


whipped cream. TLe more you beat it 
the whiter it gets. 


Fig Tarts. 


Make and bake piecrust shells. Fill 


with the following filling: Boll one 
cupful sugar and three teaspoonfuls 
water until it threads, or about six 
minutes. Pour over the beaten whites 
of two eggs. Add one and one-fourth 
teaspoonfuls of lemon juice, to one 
:upful of chopped figs. Mix well. 


Sauce for Pudding. 


Beat the whites of three eggs until 


stiff, add one-half cupful of powdered 
sugar and the grated yellow rind of 
lalf a lemon. 
Pour on slowly one 


cupful of boiling water, stirring all 
the time, and the sauce is ready to 
serve. 


Gray Cake. 


One egg well beaten, one cupful 


sugar, one teaspoonful butter, one 
cupful milk, two cupfuls flour, one 
:upful walnuts, two teaspoonfuls bak- 
ing powder,'one teaspoonful vanilla. A 
very rich and Inexpensive cake. 


Flemish Salad. 


Cut up any dried fish or herrings 


Into waferllke slices, put them In a 
salad bowl with potato, lettuce, cold 
carrots, cut into dice, and a very few 
spring onionft. 
Pour a mayonnaiM 


over this and serra.

Finely shaved pep­ 
pers are a good addition to almost 
any salad, and a particularly good 
sandwich is made from any sort of 
coarse flour bread well buttered and 
with a filling of shaved peppers, over 
which a little olive oil has been 
dripped. 
Peppers are also very good 
when fried in olive oft and served 
with beefsteak. 
They may be mixed 
with onions and piled around the 
steak in a covered dish and left to 
mellow. 


StufTed With Beef.—Take one on­ 
ion, eight green peppers, one pound 
of lean raw beef, one egg, one tea­ 
spoonful of salt, one-eighth teaspoon­ 
ful of pepper, one tablespoonful of 
onion grated or chopped very fine. 
Cut off the tops of the peppers and 
remove the seeds. Mix the meat with 
the egg and the seasoning and fill the 
peppers with this mixture. 
Put the 
onion In the stewpan and just cover 
with water. 
Put the pepperB in this 
and stew until they are done. 


Stuffed With Veal or Chicken.— 
Take some large peppers, soak them 
a few days in salt and water, changing 
the water constantly to make them 
less pungent. 
Cut out the vein that 
makes them so hot and stuff them 
with finely chopped veal or chicken 
seasoned with salt, butter, a little 
onion and parsley, some sweet herbs 
and crumbs of bread. 
StufT the pep­ 
pers and fry In butter. Serve with a 
rich gravy. 


Stuffed With Salmon.—Cut the stem 
end from green peppers and scoop 
out the seeds. 
Make a salad with 
one can of salmon, one teaspoonful of 
pepper seeds, one cupful of chopped 
celery and sweet pickles. 
Mix with 
thick mayonnaise. 
Stuff the pepper 
shells and serve on lettuce leaves. A 
stuffed olive or piece of parsley may 
be tucked in the end of the pepper 
as a garnish. 


StufTed With Oysters.—Remove the 
stems and seeds from six green pep­ 
pers. 
Parboil twenty-five oysters In 
their own liquor and season with salt. 
Chop fine half of a large pepper and 
one very small onion, and fry In but­ 
ter. 
Mix the fried pepper and onion 
and oysters together, and add bread 
crumbs until the stuffing is of suit­ 
able consistency. 
Stuff the peppers, 
dot with butter and bake until brown. 
These may be served with tomato 
sauce or with cream sauce.

QUEER LAND TENURES 


CIRIMONIE* OF ANCIKNT DAT« 
OBSERVED IN ENGLAND« 


Appear Somewhat Ridiculous In This 
Day snd Age, but Are Rtgarded 
With 
Considerable 
Serious 
nass Across the Water. 


Our British cousins still cling to 
some curious customs with respect to 
land tenures. Whenever, for Instance, 
a certain estato at Chingford, in Es­ 
sex, passes into new hands, the owner, 
with his wife, man servant, and maid 
servant, goes on horseback to tho par­ 
sonage and pays homage by blowing 
three blasts on a horn. He carries a 
hawk on his wrist, and hln servant 
leads a greyhound, both supposed to 
bo for tho use of tho rector that day. 


The now owner then 
receives a 
chicken for the hawk, a peek of oats 
for his horse, and a loaf of bread for 
his greyhound. After dinner the own­ 
er blows three more blasts, and then 
with his party withdraws from tho 
rectory. 


Another curious proceeding Is known 
as “Tho Castor Whip Tenure." 
On 
Palm Sunday every year a servant 
from tho Broughton estate attends 
service at Castor church with a new 
cart whip, and, after cracking it three 
times on tho porch, marches with It to 
the manor house. 


As the clergyman begins to deliver 
his sermon the servant quits his 
seat. 
A purse containing 30 pieces 
of silver is fixed at tho end of the 
whiplash, and, kneeling on a cushion, 
ho holds the purse suspended over tho 
head of tho minister until the end of 
the sermon. Then purse and whip are 
left at the manor house. 


The “Whisper Court" at Rochford, 
in Essex, Is a strange Michaelmas ob­ 
servance held under the auspices of 
the steward of tho manor. The busi­ 
ness of the court is transacted at mid­ 
night in tho open air. 
The absence 
of a tenant is punishable by a fine of 
double his rent for each hour ho fails 
to be in attendance; no artificial light 
except a firebrand is permitted; the 
proceedings are recorded by means of 
one of the embers of the brand. The 
roll of 14 tenants is called and an­ 
swered In a whisper, and then all 
kneel and swear allegiance. 


In explanation of this odd ceremony 
it is said that many years ago the lord 
of the manor, after an absence from 
his estate, was returning home at 
night. Passing over what is known as 
Kings hill, he accidentally heard some 
of bis discontented tenantry plotting 
his assassination, and, thus warned, 
went home by an unexpected route. 
He enacted that from that time forth 
the tenants on his estate should as­ 
semble every year exactly at the same 
time to do him homage round a post 
which he caused to be erected on tho 
precise spot where the plotters met.— 
Illustrated Sunday Magazine.

York Springs Girl 


, Murdered In Carlisle 


Hassl Myers, of near York Springs; 


was found murdered in the cellar of an 
old bouse about a half mile from Carlisle 
early Saturday evening. 
The girl, a 


daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Parker A. 
Myers, of Latimore township, was about 
19 yean old and had ran away from home 
10 months ago. No arrests have been 
made. 
/ 


When found she had evidently been 


dead for twenty four hours or more and 
decomposition was apparent. The house 
in which the body was discovered has 
"been tenantleas for years but was need by 
John Ludt, a farmer, for storing machin- 
ery. He visited the place about 4:15 o'- 
clock on Saturday afternoon and noticed 
that tbe onteide cellar door had been tarn 
pered with. He was fixing it when he 
noticed a body lying at th* foot of the 
steps. Thinking it was a drunken tramp 
he gave the form a shove with his foot 
only to discover that it was a young girl. 
Tbe proper authorities were notified and 
it was learned that tbe Myers giri bad 
left Carlisle on Thursday evening with 
another girl and two men. They had gone 
to Locust Grove, and the next news of 
them was when the body of Miss Myers 
was found. 


Coroner Deardorff, of Carlisle, visited 


Locust Grove on Sunday and found there 
some articles of woman's apparel with 
blots of blood on them. Several whiskey 
flasks were lying about and there were 
evidences of a struggle. It is believed 
that the murderer carried the girl to the 
old house some hundred feet distant, and 
took her into tbe cellar, the position of 
the body indicating that it was carriec 
rather than thrown down to the place 
where it was found. It is the further be 
lief that the girl was not altogether dead 
when she was placed in the cellar. 


On Sunday Dr. J. C. Davis, of Carlisle, 


assisted by Coroner Deardorff, performed 
a thorough post mortem examination. 
One arm was broken, a large bruise from 
some blunt instrument on the top of the 
head, cuts and bruises over the body and 
clothing torn. The coroner's jury brought 
in their verdict which declared that 
"Hazel B. Myers came to her death by a 
blow or blows on the right side of her 
head, at tbe hands of some person or per- 
sons unknown to the jury." 


The names of the three persons who ac- 


companied her to Locust Grove on the fa- 
tal trip have not been divulged and were 
not brought out at the hearing. It is the 
opinion that the Carlisle authorities are 
keeping'persons under cover until suffici- 
ent evidence is on band to warrant an ar- 
rest. 


In discussing the fate of his daughter, 


Mr. Myers said on Sunday, "Up to the 
time Hazel was 15 years old von couldn't 
have found a better girl. About 3 years 
ago she ran away from home but she 
later came back. I didn't want her to go 
to Carlisle for it was no place for her. Last 
August she ran away again, however, and 
I had not been able to do anything with 
her since that time." 


The body was taken to York Springs on 


Tuesday and interred in Snnnyside ceme- 
tery. 


Besides the parents, the dead girl is sur- 


vived by five sisters, Ruth, Sadie, Miriam, 
Alice and Martha, and two brothers, Mi- 
chael arid Jacob. 


Police suspect Italian laborer of mnr 


dering Hazel Myers and have laid a drag- 
net to capture Salvaturi Oamacelli, who, 
it is alleged murdered the girl out of jeal- 
ousy. The Italian was an employee ot 
the Mt. Holly Clay works and was spok- 
en of as Hazel's fellow. 


Stranger Entered House 


On Wednesday morning John L. Myers 


and son. of near the stone bridge, on the 
Carlisle pike, Hamilton township, went 
to their adjoining farm for a load of bay 
and while Mrs. Myers and a daughter 
were at work in the garden a stranger en- 
tered the bouse unnoticed 
When the 


men returned with the hay thev noticed 


bicycle standing near the house. On 


inquiring of the ladies they coifld learn of 
no one being there. Then while making 
an investigation, an unknown man. who 
bad gained entrance to the house through 
a parlor window, slipped out of th« front 
door that had been left open, and made 
good his escape. Members of the family 
seeing him speeding up the roa-i on his 
bicycle. Nothing was missed from the 
Myers home.

York Springs Girl 


, Murdsrsd in Carlisle 


Haaal Myers, of near York Springs, 
waa found murdered in the cellar of an 
old honse about a half mile from Carlisle 
aarly Saturday evening. 
The girl, a 
daughter of Mr. and Mra. Parker A. 
Myers, of Latimore township, was about 
19 years old and had run away from home 
10 months ago. No arrests have been 
made. 
/ 


When found she iiad evidently been 
dead for twenty four hours or more and 
decompoaition waa apiierent. The house 
in which the body waa discovered ties 
been tenantleas for years but waa used by 
John Ludt, a farmer, for storing machin­ 
ery. 
He visited the place about 4:15 o’* 
dock on Saturday afternoon and noticed 
that the ontside cellar door had been tam 
pered with. 
He was fixing it when he 
noticed a body lying at the foot of the 
atepa. Thinking It waa a drunken tramp 
he gave the form a above with his foot 
only to discover that It waa a young girl. 
The proper authoritiea were notified and 
it waa learned that tbe Myers girl had 
left Carliale on Thursday evening with 
another girl and two men. They had gone 
to Locuat Grove, and the next news of 
them waa when the body of Miss Myers 
waa found. 


Coroner Deardorff, of Carlisle, visited 
Locust Grove on Sunday and found there 
aome articles of woman's apparel with 
blots of blood on them. Several whiskey 
flaaka were lying about and there were 
evidencea of a struggle. It is believed 
that the murderer carried the girl to the 
old house some hundred feet distant, and 
took ber into the cellar, the position of 
the body indicating that it was carried 
rather than thrown down to tbe place 
where it was found. It is the further be­ 
lief that the girl waa not altogether dead 
when she was placed in the cellar. 


On Sunday Dr. J. C. Davis, of Carlisle, 
assisted by Coroner Deardorff, performed 
a thorough post mortem examination. 
One arm waa broken, a large bruise from 
some blunt instrument on the top of the 
head, cuta and bruises over the body and 
clothing torn. The coroner’s jury brought 
in their verdict which declared that 
“Hasel B. Myers came to her denth by a 
blow or blowa on tbe right aide of her 
head, at tbe handa of aome person or per­ 
sons unknown to tbe jury." 


The namee of the three persons who ac­ 
companied her to Locust Grove on the fe­ 
tal trip have not been -divulged and were 
not brought out at the hearing. It is the 
opinion that tbe Carliale authorities are 
keeping persons under cover until suffici* 
ent evidence is on hand to warrant an ar* 
rest.

HIS is a tribute to a por- 
tion of the old Second 
corps of the Army of 
the Potomac, wrote Al- 
exander S. Webb, bre- 
vet major general, U. S. 
A., some years ago. It 
is not written with any 
desire to claim that 
these vetefans did any- 
thing other than their 
duty as Union soldiers 


and patriots, nor does it claim for 
them any superiority over the many 
detachments of the army who were 
called upon to suffer exactly as did 
this brigade of whose endurance we 
write; but It serves to bring before 
the reader war and Its suffering, and 
may serve to direct the thoughts of 
our citizens at this memorial season 
to the character of the men whose 
death we commemorate. 


We are writing of the opening of 


Grant's campaign In the Wilderness; 
not to discuss strategy or tactics, but 
to describe what that campaign meant 
to us who commanded on the fight- 
Ing line. 


Shortly before the arrival of Gen- 


eral Grant, who had determined to at- 
tach the headquarters of the armies 
of the United States to the headquar- 
ters of the Army of the Potomac, 
which was under the command of 
Major Gen. George G. Meade, the First 
brigade of the Second division, Sec- 
ond corps, after the consolidation of 
corps and divisions, was composed of 
the Twentieth, Nineteenth and Fif- 
teenth Massachusetts regiments, the 
Fifty-ninth, Forty-second and Eighty- 
second New York regiments, the Nine- 
teenth Maine, the Seventh Michigan 
and the First company of the Massa- 
chusetts sharpshooters: 


It had formed the major part of 


General Sedgwlck'e old "division, which 
fought under General Sumner on the 
peninsula. It became afterward Gib- 
bon's division, and since the battle of 
Gettysburg, In 1863, had been Webb's 
division of the Second corps. 


By the war department the regi- 


ments had been authorized to carry on 
their colors the following battles: Bull 
Run, Ball's Bluff, Yorktown, West 
Point, Fair Oaks, Peach Orchard, Sav- 
age Station, White Oak Swamp, Mal- 
vern Hill, Bull Run, Antietam, Fred- 


ericksburg, Chancellorevllle, Gettys- 
burg, JBrlstow Station, Mine Run and 
Wilderness, and at the end of this 
campaign they were to, be directed 
to 
add Spottsylvania, Petersburg,

Plains,

of- the American •volunteers, the vet- 
eran volunteers, tbe men who were 
on the fighting line. The noblest and 
the best soldier in the world saved the 
Union, and to respect him and revere, 
him as he should be respected and re- 
vered, you must hear from us who 
fought by his side these tales of bis 
heroism and patriotism.

An Ordinance 


Regulating the digging up the streets and 


highways for any purpose within the 
Borough of New Oxford and providing 
for the issuing of a permit therefore, 
ito it enacted ami ordained bv the Bur- 


gess and Town Council of the liorough of 
New Oxford, County of Adams and Stat* 
of Pennsylvania audit it* hereby emtctcd 
and ordained by the authority of the 
same. 


SUCTION 1.—That it shall be unlawful 


for any person or persons, firm or cor- 
poration, to dig up, open or excavate iu, 
under upon any streets, alleys, high- 
ways, pavements, side-walks or foot- 
paths within the Borough of Ne\y Ox- 
ford, Adams County, Pennsylvania, for 
the purpose of constructing, connecting, 
laying clown, installing, maintaining, re- 
newing or repairing any sewer, tolls, 
drains, water, beat, gas or light pipes or 
conduits or for any other purpose or pur- 
poses, unless a permit therefor shall first 
nave been obtained in the manner and 
upon the terms, conditions and restric- 
tions hereinafter contained. 


SECTION 2.—The permit to be issued a« 


provided for in Section 1, of this Ordi- 
nance shall be issued by the Burgess 
upon written application to be signed by 
the person applying therefor and the said 
application and the permit issued under 
this Ordinance shall contain a clause pro- 
viding that the person to whom or for 
whose benefit the said permit shall be 
granted shall indemnify and save harm- 
less the borough from and against any 
and all loss, damages, costs-or expenses 
that may be suffered or sustained or in- 
curred by the said Borough, directly or 
indirectly, by, through or on account of 
any negligence or carelessness in carry- 
ing on or safe-guarding the work author- 
ized by said permit or for the violation 
of the conditions of this, ordinance, either 
on the part of the person for whose bene- 
fit said permit is issued or by the agents, 
employees or independent contractors 
theieof. 


SECTION 3.—It shall be the duty of the 


person for whose benefit the permit 
aforesaid is issued, to provide and main- 
tain safe and proper barriers, warnings 
and guards at or upon or along said ex- 
cavations and which at all times between 
sunset and sunrise, shall be marked by 
at least three (3) red warning lights for 
every ten lineal feet of said excavation; 
such harriers, warnings, guards and lights 
to be placed in such manner as to pre- 
vent accidents or injuries to any person 
or persons or things upon said streets, al- 
leys and highways 


SECTION 4.—All excavations made un- 


der the provisions of this Ordinance and 
all work m connection therewith, shall 
be clone under the supervision of the 
Highway Committee of the Town Coun- 
cil and it shall be the duty of the person 
for whose benefit the permit therefor 
is issued within thirty-six (36) hours 
from the time of the commencement of 
the opening thereof to fully complete the 
same and to refill, replace, rebuild, relay, 
repave and restore any street, alley or 
highway, street 
pavement, side-walk, 


crossing or other public place that may 
be displaced or opened as aforesaid, in 
the same order and condition and with1 
the same character of material in which 
they were before so, displaced or opened 
and at the same grade ae the remaining' 
portion of the said street, alley, high- 
way, pavement, side-walk, crossing or 
other public place and in such manner 
that the said refilled excavation shall be 
and remain in as good condition as it Avas 
prior to the opening or excavating there- 
of. 


SECTION 5—It shall be the duty of the 


person for whose benefit the permit afore- 
said is issued to maintain and repair the 
said refilled, excavation, ditch and^trench 
in good order and repair and at ^proper 
surface grade and at LTs or their own cost 
and expense for a period of twelve (12) 
months, from the time of such refilling 
refilling and replacing. 


/SECTION (j.—No ditch, excavation,open- 


ing or trench shall at any time be dug or 
opened or allowed to remain open and 
unfilled as aforesaid, across any street, 
alley or high-w ay for a distance of more 
than one-half of the width of said street, 
alley or high-way. 


SECTION 7.—The person or persons for 


\vho&e benefit the said permit shall be is- 
sued as aforesaid, shall (notwithstanding 
but in addition to the conditions to that 
effect contained in said application there- 
fore or in said permit as aforg&Ssd) at all 
times save harmless and indemnify the 
paid borough from and against any and 
all lofc&, cobt^, damages, suits, demands 
and expenses arising from the occupation 
and use of the streets, alleys and high- 
ways and other public places for the pur-1 
pose hereinbefore authorized or from the | 
exercise of any of the rights herein grant- 
ed or that may be sustained, suffered by i 
or that may accrue to any person or per-! 
sons or property or to the paid borough 
or that may arise out of injury to persons 
or property due to the default, careless- 
ness or negligence of any of the person 
or per«ofis io whom or for whose benefit 
the f-aid permit shall be issued as afore- 
said, or of any employee, agent, or any 
independent contractor engaged in or 
about the construction, operation and 
maintenance of said excavation, digging, 
trenches aforesaid. 


SECTION 8.—In the event that any of 


the requirement," of this ordinance are 
not complied with by the person or per- 
fronu to \vhoin or for who«e benefit a per- 
mit «hall be i^ued nt> aforesaid, in re- 
spect of the grading, refilling or replac- 
ing, repairing and maintaining of the ex-

IS WORLD'S LARGEST LATHE 


Immense Piece of Machinery Turned 


Out for Use of United States 


Government. 


Those who live inland, and, In fact, 


all who are not fairly familiar with 
the large guns used for sea coast de- 
fense, can hardly appreciate the huge 
size of lathe necessary to turn and 
bore them. The lathe being designed 
and built by the United States Naval 
Gun shop at Washington, D. C., by the 
Nlles-Bemcnt-Bond company, at 
the 


Dement works, is the largest made. 
The lathe Is so long that tho prepara- 
tions for its installation include the 
construction of a tunnel extending out 
under a highway, as there was not 
room for it between the walls of the 
shop. 


Tho latho bed itself IB 175 feet long 


and is mado In five sections, but the 
total over-all length, including projec- 
tions at the end of the bed, brings it 
up to 185 feet. The main portion of 
tho bed on which tho carriages travel 
has throe broad shears, tho 
total 


width being 108 radios, or 9 foot, and 
the length 103 feet Tho rest of the 
bed extends under what is called the 
boring bench, which has two shears. 
The total width of this Is «2 Inehes 


and the length 75 feet 
The weight 


of the machine complete with electri- 
cal equipment is 800,000 pounds, or 400

faculties through an accident, and is

his affairs . 


This became known the other day 
when Supreme Court Justice Seabury 
signed an order 
discontinuing 
four 
suits brought by Hebron agalnBt the 
stock exchange firm of Wassermann 
Bros., for on accounting of tho pro­ 
ceeds of stock which were held for his 
account when he lost his reason. 
In 
his suit it developed that his account 
was operated by a member of his fam­ 
ily without his permission or knowl­ 
edge, and the Wassermann firm made 
a settlement for $27,000. 


Hebron’s recovery was of a nature 
to excite the wonder of physicians. He 
is now 59 years old and previous to the 
time his mind became clouded he was 
most active. 
While maintaining his 
livery business at Delmonico’s, he car­ 
ried on a real estate business and 
worked in Wall street. The big men 
of the street called him1 Jimmy and 
he knew most of them by their first 
names. 


In May, 1907, he broke down under 
the strain of his activities. A nervous 
disorder developed insomnia, and he 
went to Europe for treatment. An op­ 
eration was performed on him in Dub­ 
lin, but he did not get better. His mind% 
was gone. 
He was helpless and use­ 
less. His business interests fell awa}r, 
and he was content to go about with 
his wife, letting things take their own 
course. 


In May, 1911, exactly four 
years 
from the time his illness began, he

Egg and Cheese.—In a saucepan or 
chafing dish put a tablespoonful of 
butter and a half cupful of milk; Hdd 
a quarter of a teaspoonful of dry mus­ 
tard to a# half pound of finely cut 
cheese, a dash of salt and a half tea- 
spoonfui 
of 
Worcestershire 
sauce. 
Heat slowly until the cheese melts, 
then add six well beaten eggs, 
and 
stir until thick. 
Just before serving 
add two tablespoonfuls 
of 
orange 
juice. 
Serve hot. 
A creamed dish 
making a rich white sauce and adding 
any kind of diced meat from chicken 
to cold roast pork, makes a good hot 
dish to serve with or on toast.

Deviled Meat.—Rub together one ta- 
i blespoonful of softened butter, a quar- 
| ter of a teaspoonful of dry mustard, a 
dash of cayenne and a half teaspoon­ 
ful of salt, then add gradually one-half 
teaspoonful each of Worcestershire and 
vinegar. 
Cut underdone 
slices 
of 
roast and dip in this mixture, then 
saute in a little butter until well heat­ 
ed.

and put through u sieve; add. sugar 
to taste and fold in the whites of Uinee 
well beaten eggs. Hake in a moderate 
oven for half an hour. 


Smothered Fish,—This dish is great­ 
ly relished on a cold winter night; 
Put six slices of fat salt pork In the 
frying pan and brown well; take out 
the pork and slice five or six small 
onions into tho hot fat, 
When the 
onions aro beginning to turn yellow, 
remove them and lay in pieces of fresh 
uncooked fish in the fat; spread them 
with the partly cooked onions, season 
with salt and pepper and cover the 
onions with a layer of sliced potatoes. 
Cover closely and cook slowly on the 
back part of the rango where ther# 
is no danger of burning. Cold cooked 
fish and cooked potatoes may bo used 
in place of the raw material. 
Allow 
an hour or more of slow cooking for 
this dish.

Bradley won a national .reputation 


ijr liis speech seconding the nomina- 
tion of Grant in the 1880 Republican 
convention. 


After having been a candidate four 


times, he was elected to the senate 
fa 1908.

IS WORLD’S LARGEST LATHE 


Immense Placa of Machinery Turned 
Out for Uaa of Unitad 8tatee 
Govarnment. 


Those who live inland, and, in fact, 
all who are not fairly familiar with 
tho largo guns used for sea coast de­ 
fense, can hardly appreciate the huge 
slzo of lathe necessary to turn and 
boro them. Tho lathe being designed 
and built by tho United States Naval 
Gun shop at Washington, D. C., by tho 
Nlles-Iiement-liond company, at 
the 
Uemont works, is the largest made. 
The lathe is so long that the prepara­ 
tions for its installation Includo the 
construction of a tunnel extending out 
under a highway, as there was not 
room for it between the walls of the 
shop. 


Tho lathe bed itsoif la 175 feet long 
and Is mado in five sections, but the 
totul over-all length, including projec­ 
tions at the end of the bed, brings it 
up to 185 foot. Tho main portion of 
the bed ou which tho carriages truvel 
has three broad 
shoars, 
the 
totul 
width being 1U8 Hiches, or 9 feet, aud 
tho length 103 feet. The roat of the 
bed extends under what is called the 
boring bench, which haa two shears 
The total width of this Is 91 luehea 


and tho length 76 feet. The weight 
of the machine complete with electri­ 
cal equipment is 800,000 pounds, or 400 
tons.—American Machluist.

Carrying to death 964 of her passen- 


Cera and crew, the steamship Empress 
of Ireland was sunk In the St. Law-j 
rence river twenty miles off Rimouaki, • 
Quebec, by the Swedish collier Stor- 
•tad, la a collision In a dense fog. 


There are only 402 known survivors 


of the tragedy, which, it IB feared, 
rivals in the toll of death that attend- 
ing the sinking of the huge ocean 
greyhound, the Titanic. 


When the rescuing steamships ar- 


rived at the acene of the collision they 
found a spectacle somewhat aimilai 
to that which greeted the vessels that 
hastened to the aid of the Tltanle's 
survivor*. 


The Empress of Ireland had sunk 


within fourteen minutes after being 
rammed and only the tops of her fun 
nels and her mastheads were to be 
seen above the surface of the St. Law- 
rence river. 


In the lifeboats were huddled the 


survivors, dazed and moaning, some I 
of them dying of injuries. Few could! 
give anything but Incoherent, almost 
hysterical, accounts of what had hap- 
pened. 


Crushed by the collision, Injured IB 


their efforts to leap Into the lifeboats 
or suffering from immersion in the! 
icy water and exposure in the life 
boats in which they escaped, the sur 
vivors preesnted a pitiable condition 
Some had arms or legs broken and 
nearly all were clad only in their nigh, 
clothes.

CAPTAINS SHIFT 


WRECK BLAME 


There is to be a rigid investigation 


Of the sinking of the Canadian Pacific 
railway liner Empress of Ireland in 
the St. Lawrence river, near the en- 
trance to the Gulf of St. Lawrence, on 
Friday morning. 


The Imperial government and tbe 


Dominion authorities bave Joined in 
endeavoring to fix the blame for the 
collision between the liner and the 
Norwegian collier Storstad, which has 
cost the lives of more than 900 per- 
sons and sent tbe Empress of Ireland 
to the bottom. 


In the preliminary Investigation the 


Canadian officials find themselves con- 
fronted by a situation in which the 
respective 
commanders of the Em- 


press of Ireland and of the Storstad, 
Captain H. C. Kendall and Captain 
Thomas Andersen, give the lie to each 
other. 
• 


Full responsibility for the disaster 


is placed squarely upon the shoulders 
of tbe other by each of the men. Only 
a formal and searching inquiry is ex- 
pected to arrive at the truth. 
* 


Captain Kendall in his testimony 


before the coroner at Rimouski de- 
clared that be had taken all possible 
precautions against a collision. His 
ship had been stopped, he gave the 
requisite signals when the Storstad 
was still two miles away, but the col- 
lier had 
kept on through the fog, 


which settled down after the two ves- 
sels sighted each other, and bad ram- 
med the Empress of Ireland while the 
tetter was virtually motionless. 


Then, despite his plea to the master 


of the collier that he run his engines 
full speed ahead to keep the hole in 
the liner's side plugged with the Stor- 
stad's bow, said Captain Kendall, the 
vessel backed away, the water rushed 
in and the Empress sank. 


Captain Andersen had remained si- 


lent on the subject of the collision un- 
til reaching Quebec. 
After be bad 


made a reprot to representatives of 
the Dominion Coal canmpany, char- 
terers of the vessel, and of the owners 
of the steamer, a statement based on 
his declarations to them was given 
out. 


According to the statement, when 


the Empress of Ireland was sighted 
and fog shortly afterward enveloped 
both vessels, fog signals were ex- 
changed and the Storstad's engines 
were stopped. When she lost sights/of 
the Empress of Ireland In the river 
mists the tatter's course had been set 
so that the vessels would pass eacb 
other safely. The Storstad's course re- 
mained unaltered, the statement adds, 
but when the Empress of Ireland was 
next seen she was close at hand on 
tbe port bow of the collier, "and was 
making considerable headway." 


It Is declared that the Storstad'a 


engines were at once reversed and 
that her momentum was nearly check- 
ed when the vessels came together. 


As for the charge that the Storstad 


backed out of the hole she had torn 
in the Empress of Ireland, the state- 
ment declares that it is not true. Her 
engines were ordered ahead to hold 
her against the liner's side, but the 
headway the Empress of Ireland was 
under twisted the collier's stem out 
of the gash, it is added. And not only 
did the collier remain as near tbe 
scene of the collision as was safe, 
but every one of her boats were low- 
ered, despite her own damaged condi- 
tion, and saved some 350 of the liner's 
passengers and crew. 


Survivors of the disaster accussed 


members of the crew of the Empress 
of Ireland of filling the two first life 
boats that were launched. They were 
charged with falling to heed the cries 
for help of men and women, although 
there was ample room in the boats. 
The sailors of the sunken liner were 
also charged with pushing men off tbe 
open boats when they attempted to 
save themselves.

stad, in a collision in a dense foe. 


There are only 403 known survivors 


of the tragedy, which, it Is feared, 
rival* in the toll of death that attend- 
ing the sinking of the huge acean 
greyhound, the Titanic. 


When the rescuing steamships ar 


rived at the scene of the collision they 
found a spectacle somewhat similar 
to that which greeted the vessels that 
hastened to the aid of the Tltanlc's 
survivors. 


The Empress of Ireland had sunk 


within fourteen minutes after being 
rammed and only the tops of her fun- 
nels and .her mastheads were to be 
seen above the surface of tbe St. Law- 
rence river. 


In the lifeboats were huddled the 


survivors, dazed and moaning, some! 
of them dying of injuries. Few could j 
give anything but Incoherent, almost 
hysterical, accounts of what had hap- 
pened. 


Crushed by the collision, injured in 


their efforts to leap into the lifeboats. 
or suffering from immersion in the 
icy water and exposure in the life 
boats in which they escaped, the sur 
vivors preesnted a pitiable condition 
Some had arms or legs broken and 
nearly all were clad only in their nigh, 
clothes. 


The bodies of twenty-one persons, 


who died after they were taken from 
the water, were sent ashore and were 
placed side by side on the wharf, witli 
their faces covered.

Others were fortunate enougl 
to grasp driftwood or were picked ui 
by lifeboats. 


The rescued, fighting their way tt 


the lifeboats from the careening deck 
clinging desperately to the rails 01 
leaping overboard, broke their arm; 
or less or otherwise injured them 
selves so badly that twenty-one dlec 
after being picked up. 


Brief wireless calls for help sent oui 


by the Marconi operator of the Em 
press of Ireland were heard by the 
pilot boat Eureka at Rimouski, tei 
miles from the scene, and the Eureka 
followed by the Lady Evelyn, a ma?

Of the'sinking of the Canadian Pacific 


Uner Empress of Ireland In 


the St. Lawrence river, near the en- 
trance to the Gulf of St. Lawrence, on 
Friday morning. 


Tbe imperial government sad tbe 


Dominion authorities have joined in 
endeavoring to fix the blame for tbe 
collision between the Uner and the 
Norwegian collier Storstad, whicb hss 
cost the lives' of more than 900 per- 
sons and sent tbe Empress of Ireland 
to the bottom. 


In the preliminary investigation tbe 


Canadian officials find themselves con- 
fronted by a situation In wblcb the 
respective 
commanders of tbe Em* 


press of Ireland and of the Storstad, 
Captain H. C. Kendall and Captain 
Thomas Andersen, give the Ue to each 
other. 


Full responsibility for tbe disaster 


Is placed squarely upon the shoulders 
Of the other by each of the men. Only 
s> formal and searching Inquiry Is ex- 
pected to arrive at the truth. 


Captain Kendall In his testimony 


before the coroner at Rimouski de- 
clared that he had taken all possible 
precautions against a collision. His 
ship had been stopped, he gave the 
requisite signals when the Storstad 
was still two miles away, but the col- 
Uer had 
kept on through the fog, 


which settled down after the two ves- 
sels sighted each other, and had ram- 
med the Empress of Ireland while tbe 
latter was virtually motionless. 


Then, despite his plea to the master 


of the collier that he run his engines 
full speed .ahead to keep the hole In 
the liner's side plugged with the Stor- 
stad's bow, said Captain Kendall, the 
vessel hacked away, the water rushed 
In and the Empress sank. 


Captain Andersen bad remained si- 


lent on the subject of the collision un- 
til reaching Quebec. 
After he bad 


made a reprot to representatives of 
the Dominion Coal canmpany, char- 
terers of the vessel, and of the owners 
of the steamer, a< statement based on 
his declarations to them .was given 
out. 


According to the statement, when 


the Empress of Ireland was • sighted 
and fog shortly afterward enveloped 
both 
vessels, fog signals were- ex- 


changed and the Storstad's engines 
were stopped. When she lost sight/of 
the Empress of Ireland in the rfver 
mists the letter's course had-been set 
so that the vessels would pass eacb 
other safely. The Storstad's course- re- 
mained unaltered, the statement adds, 
hut when the Empress of Ireland waa 
next seen she was close at band on 
the port bow of the collier, "and was 
making considerable headway."^

ed when the vessels came together.

Calcutta, India.—The death occurred 


here recently of a man for whom it is 
.claimed that he was without equal in 
his skill in handling snakes. This was 
Professor Fox, an Australian snake 
farmer, who came to India a little time 
ago to prove the efficiency of what he 
claimed to be a perfectly sure antidote 
to the virus of a snake. 


Fox had been successful in all his 


experiments with animals in the Cal- 
cutta zoo. and-had just treated a goat 
which had been bitten and was lean- 
ing on a box containing poisonous 
snakes when a krait, one of the most 
venomous of Indian snakes, escaped 
and punctured Fox's wrist in five 
places. 
' 


Fox, who had often submitted to 


snake bite in order to show the effl 
cacy of his antidote, was in no way 
perturbed and treated four of the bites 
at once. Later in the day symptoms 
of poisoning developed and the tiny 
fifth puncture was discovered. It was 
then too late, as the antidote only acts 
if applied at once, and Fox died the 
same evening. 


Fox was well known in Australia. 


His snake farm was a few miles out- 
side of Sydney, where he kept over 
five hundred snakes; most of which 
he had caught in the brush. His busi- 
ness was to extract the poison from 
the snakes and sell it to the chemists, 
and t for this purpose he farmed snakes 
as other people farm pigs or poultry, 
and moved about bis stock as fearless- 
ly as if they were rabbits.

ENGLISH DISHES. 


The famous Devonshire cream I* 


used in the following dish and It la 


most 
delicious 


w h e n 
carefully, 


made. Put warm 
milk Into a bowl 
and turn la care- 
fully a tablet of 
dissolved- rennet^ 
using one tablet 
to a quart of milk. 


Then when set add the scalded cream 
with sugar and cinnamon sprinkled 
over the top without breaking. To 
scald the cream, put the pan of cream 
over the heat and set back where it 
will heat gradually and when a ring 
appears on the top of the cream it is 
time to remove from the fire. 


Clotted Cream. — Put four blades of 


mace and six teaspoonfula of rose- 
water Into a cup of milk and sim- 
mer a few minutes, then add this 
slowly to the well-beaten yolks of 
two eggu. 
Pour the whole into a 


quart of cream and set over the 
fire; stir it till hot but do not let it 
boil; pour into a dish and let stand 
24 hours. Serve it with sponge cake 
and fruit. 
The flavoring may be 


omitted If not iiked. 


Tunbridge Cakes. — Rub three-quar- 


ters of a cup of butter into four cups 
of flour, then add three-quarters of a 
cup of sugar, beat two eggs and add 
to the above. Roll out very thin and 
cut with a cutter. Prick with a fork 
and cover with caraw'ay seeds or brush 
with white of egg and sprinkle with 
sugar 
Bake until brown. 


Shrewsbury Cakes. — Sift togethei 


one cup of sugar, 'three cups> of flour, 
one half-teaspoonful of cinnamon, a 
little nutmeg and a pinch of salt; add 
a little rosewater to the eggs well 
beaten; mix these with the flour. Then 
add as much melted butter as will 
make a good mixture to roll out. Mold 
well and roll thin, cut in any desired 
shapes 


Pound Cake. — Take* a pound of fresh 


butter, beat it until creamy, add 12 
beaten yolks and six whites, beat in a 
pound of flour and a pound of pow- 
dered sugar. Beat until well blended 
and bake one hour in a hot oven.

DECLINE OF GOOD 
READING 


'oint Made at Educational Association 


Convention Would Seem to Be 


Well Taken. 


The central Importance of reading 


was the theme of much of the discus- 
sion at the recent convention of the 
National Educational association at 
Salt Lake City. 
Mr. Rice, state li- 


brary clerk of Wisconsin, told how 
.hat state prepares lists of suitable 
books for rural libraries, and offers 
he books at S1.7 per cent, discount. 
t also requires teachers to pass an 
examination in library training, which 
Mr. Rice considers more important 
.hat algebra, though the comparison 
seems odd. Mr. Caxton, United States 
commissioner of education, who fol- 
owcd, declared literature the most 
mportant of all school subjects, and 
observed that any man who will read 
thoughtfully four good books a year 
will be a well-educated man by the 
line he has read 100. That may de- 
lend somewhat on the books, for not 
all good books reward that kind of 
reading, though the greatest usually 
do 


It la, at any rate, a kind of reading 


oo much out of fashion nowadays, 
mainly because thoro IB so much to 
road that it la difficult to let the mass 
go and concentrate on one author, one 
took, one page, one word. A fine old 


classical professor used to grow In- 
dignant at proposals to teach boys to 
read Greek like English; it would be 
more to the point, he said, if we could 
teach boys to read English like Greek. 
We can hardly expect them to forget 
their mother tongue for the sake of 
learning to pay proper attention to the 
details of a good book, yet there is 
something In this view; much of the 
benefit of the classics comes from be- 
ing forced to pay attention to details. 
Such careful study is quite possible In 
English, but the temptation is to skim 
over tho surface.

Indians Justified In TKtlr Resistance 


to Removal From Their Lands, 


According to the Rev. Thomaa 


B. Gregory. 


It was 68 years ago that the Dad* 


massacre took place near Fort Drane, 
In Florida, writes the Rev. Thomas H. 
Gregory. Major Dade and his com- 
mand of 100 men were attacked by the 
Se'mlnoles and completely wiped out, 
only four of the force escaping. 


The head and front cf the Semlnole 


war. In the course of which this 
"massacre" occurred, was Osceola, aa 
pure a patriot and aa gallant a 
fighter as ever broke into history. 


The Seminolea were 
dissatisfied 


with a treaty that a few chiefs had 
made for their emigration west of 
the Mississippi, 
and 
when Gen. 


Thompson was sent to remove them 
by force they arose, under the leader- 
ship of Osceola, - and began fighting 
for the land that had come down 
to them from their fathers. 


They did Just what the Americans 


would certainly have done under simi- 
lar conditions. 
The United States 


troops were invaders and the Semi- 
aoles resisted them. Major Dade and 
his men were Invaders and the Seml- 
noles killed them. 
The fact that a 


tittle bunch of chiefs, assisted by 
American "diplomacy" and firewater, 
had made a "treaty" giving away 
their country did not .seem sufficiently 
sacred to the red men to justify them 
In submitting to the American claims. 


Osceola fought like a,lion for two 


years against vastly superior num- 
bers, and in 1837 was made a prison- 
er by General Jesup, while holding a 
conference with him under a flag of 
truce, and imprisoned In Fort Moul- 
trie until his death which took place 
two years later. 


Beaten in the field and bereft of 


their great leader, the Seminoles re- 
tired to the swampy fastnesses oL 
the everglades and kept up the fight 
for five years longer, successfully re- 
sisting the onslaughts of more than 
10,000 American troops. To this day 
the descendants of the Seminoles are 
to be found in the big Florida swamp, 
preserving in their features and In 
their courage the characteristics of 
their stalwart and gamy, ancestors 


Osceola had every cause to hate the 


white man His wife was seized as a 
slave, and when he protested and 
threatened revenge he was seized by 
Gen Thompson and imprisoned for 
six days in irons. For this outrage 
Osceola killed Thompson, for doing 
which he was dubbed a "ferocious sav- 
age" and declared an outlaw.

000 for the support of his new dignity. 
Within a little more than a year the 
famous soldier was destined to win the 
great victory at Waterloo and to he 
made the commander-in-chief of the 
British forces. Later in life the duke 
of Wellington became British prime 
minister, but the strong personal quali- 
ties that had helped him to success 
as a soldier were not the qualities that 
best befitted for the premiership, and 
the career of the duke as a statesman 
added little to his fame.
